1. NO DISTURBANCES OR ANTI-GOP ACTIVITY HAVE YET 
RESULTED FROM DEPORTATION OF FAR LEFT AND APRA-POLITICAL 
LEADERS. AUGUST 7 EXPRESO, HOWEVER, CARRIED HEADLINE AND 
FULL PAGE EDITORIAL REGISTERING "ALARM AND REVOLUTIONARY 
PROTEST IN RELATION TO MINISTRY OF INTERIOR ACTIONS..." 

EDITORIAL NOTED THAT BIWEEKLY MARKA SHOULD NOT HAVE BEEN 
CLOSED, BECAUSE ITS COMMENTS ON CHILEAN GOVERNMENT "COULD 
IN NO WAY ENDANGER OUR RELATIONS. THE OPINION EXPRESSED 
DID NOT REPRESENT OFFICIAL VIEWS NOR EVEN THAT OF AN 
IMPORTANT SOCIAL SECTOR. THE ACTION TAKEN WAS UNJUST, AND 
IN ANY CASE, DISPROPORTIONATE." 

2. EXPRESO FURTHER DECLARED THAT THE GOP WRONGLY EQUATED 
THOSE WHO CRITICIZE REVOLUTION FROM LEFT WITH THE COUNTER- 
REVOLUTIONARIES OF APRA (WITH WHOSE DEPORTATION EXPRESO 
HAD NO QUARREL). AND THE "TIMING OF THIS ACT CONTRIBUTES 
TO DAMAGE IT COULD CAUSE TO THE REVOLUTION... BECAUSE OF 
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OF TRULY ADVANCED THIRD WORLD REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENTS,. ..AND 
BECAUSE THE POLITICAL MOVEMENT OF THE REVOLUTION IS IN ITS 
INITIAL STAGES." 

3. EXPRESO POINTS OUT THAT VELASCO IN HIS INDEPENDENCE DAY 
SPEECH CALLED FOR OPEN AND DEMOCRATIC STRUGGLE WITH ADVERSARIES 
OF REVOLUTION. EDITORIAL AGREES THAT COUNTER-REVOLUTION 

MUST BE DEALT WITH, BUT GOP SHOULD NOT AT SAME TIME ENGAGE 
IN INDISCRIMINATE POLITICAL REPRESSION. EXPRESO CALLS ON 
GOP TO "RECTIFY ITS ERROR AND TO DIFFERENTIATE BETWEEN COUNTER- 
REVOLUTIONARIES WHO WISH TO DESTROY OUR REVOLUTION AND THOSE 
WHO DISAGREE AND COMPETE BUT ARE NOT COUNTER REVOLUTIONARIES.

ARBITRARY REPRESSION." 

4. CORREO EDITORIAL ALSO TAKES ISSUE WITH GOP ON CLOSING 

OF MARKA AND EXPULSION ITS STAFF BUT CONCURS WITH GOP DEPORTATION 
OF POLITICAL ACTIVISTS BOTH FROM APRA AND FAR LEFT. 

5. APRA, SUTEP. AND REPRESENTATIVES OF DEFUNCT PUBLICATION 
MARKA HAVE ISSUED VERBAL PROTESTS, SUTEP LEADER REPORTEDLY 
CALLED FOR NATIONAL MOBILIZATION IN PROTEST ARBITRARY ACTION. 

6. COMMENT: THERE ARE NUMEROUS THEORIES AS TO WHY GOP DECIDED

TO PICK UP GAUNTLET LAID DOWN BY VELASCO IN HIS JULY 28 
ADDRESS WHEN HE SAID REVOLUTION WOULD COMPETE WITH ADVERSARIES 
IN DEMOCRATIC COMPETITION. APRA RESPONSE TO VELASCO'S SPEECH 
WAS EXPECTED TO BE PUBLISHED OR DISSEMINATED THIS WEEK. 

MORE IMPORTANTLY. APRA HAS HAD SOME SUCCESS IN CULTIVATING 
MILITARY. VILLANUEVA WAS EXPANDING CONTACTS BEYOND NAVY 
AND HAD APPARENTLY MET RECENTLY WITH GROUP OF ARMY COLONELS. 
THIS KIND OF "INFILTRATION" COULD NOT BE TOLERATED BY
